But hit chief 
failloK. and that which baa brongbt him 
to much suffering and so' much miscon- 
struction, It bis uncompromising ideal- 
ism. Tee principles ot nbsolute justice, 
of liberty and equality, in which be 
believes from the bottom of bis heart, 
and which he practices In his own dail/ 
conduct, appear to him to Irrefragable 
true, that be sects blindly to introduce 
them Into every relation of (ife.

The fall of the empire the Paris munici- 
pality has found It necessary to continue 
in tome measure the policy of tbe em- 
pire. and at tbe tame time tbe rapid 
growth of Paris in wealth and trade led 
to a great development' of building. It 
la aaid roughly that there are at present 
about 300,000 person* dependent upon 
the building trade In Paris. Tbe great 
activity of building exceptionally raised 
wages. It mujt be added, however, that 
while tbe rise of wages in Paris w»« 
greater than elsewhere, there was alto a 
•very hiarked rise throughout the whole 
of France. France is steadily growing 
in wealth, while Its population U almost 
stationary, and the scarcity of labor, 
therefore, Increases wages 
Tbe rise 


would be still greater, were it not tbat 
there is a constant influx of Belgians, 
Italians and Germans, in tplte of evert 
effort made by the French to eliminate 
them, who help to keep down tbt rate 
of wagct. But in spite of Immigration, 
the rite In the rate It constant tnd con- 
siderable. 


It would consequently be a mistake to 


assume that tbe improvement In tbe 
condition of the wu»k',Dg cl*<aet it M 
grttt •• would teem to folio* from tbe 
rite In the rates of wagci. In the tint 
place, the heavy utatton caused by tbe 
•war hat added to the prices* ot most 
thioss, and the expur of the comojercial 
tiiatie*, by augmenting- the duties- upon 
foreign gooda, bti still further raited 
prices.
